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DiMasi fit for Kings

Lou DiMasi, assistant dean of 
students and head coach of the Ice 
Knights, will not be returning next 
year. 

DiMasi has accepted the head 
coaching position of the Los Ange- 
les Kings where he will attempt to 
rejuvenate the waning career of 
NHL-great Wayne Gretzky. 

“‘Wayne’scomea long way since 
his injury, but I think I can get him 
on a program that will improve his 
game,” DiMasi said. 

Gretzky injured his back and 
spent all of last season and most of 
this season on the injured list. 
Gretzky reportedly heard about 
DiMasi and what he has done with 
the St. Michael’s program. Gretzky 
asked top King’s management to 
“Do whatever it takes to get him 


here.” 

Dimasi said he is looking for- 
ward to his new job. 

“It’s a big step. The people I’ve 
worked with here have been great. 
They’re not bad kids,” he said. “But 
it’s time to move on. I’ve got to 
work with the system to make this a 
better community. I’m not a cop, 
judge, ora jury, I’m notevena good 
coach, but I think I can fool them 
there. 

I’m an educator, not a discipli- 
narian. I’m gonna help Wayne. But 
this is not a goodbye to St. Mike’s, 
I'll still come by every so often and 
touch base,” DiMasi added. 

The transition from Vermont to 
Los Angeles will be difficult, Dimasi 
admitted. 

“Tt’s going to cost a lot more to 
feed my kids at The Coliseum than 
it did at Alliot, that’s for sure,” 
DiMasi said. 


DiMasi has already rented two 
U-Hauls, one for his furniture and 
one for all of his kids. 

DiMasi said he will make some 
changes in the Kings’ image. He 
said he planned to change their uni- 
form colors (presently black and 
silver) to a shade of orange that 
matches his station wagon. He also 
said he would get a barber to cut 
everyone’s hair to match his hair- 
style. 

“T see red flags when I look at 
that team,” DiMasi said. “A lot of 
them are veterans, they know how 
the system works. They’ve just 
made some bad decisions.” 

St. Michael’s has not named a 
replacement for DiMasi as of yet. 
Athletic Director Ed Markey is re- 
portedly meeting with DiMasi to 
see if any more of his relatives need 
jobs. If not, the job will be open to 
the public.
